than one hundred population. 
one hundred out of the two hundred 
and forty-eight Villages have a popu- 
lation of less than two hundred souls. 
We believe the minimum required for 
incorporation should be raised to two 
hundred, fifty of whom should be male 
adults. 

The debenture of the village of sev- 
enty-five people is hard to market. 
The tiny population and the small as- 
sessment are the two chief reasons for 
their unpopularity among investors. 
By increasing the population qualifi- 
cation you would do much to raise the 
standard of the village bond. Those 
communities below two hundred popu- 
lation might well continue as hamlets 
under the care of the Department of 
>Tunicipal Affa‘s 
power perhaps equal to that allowed 
under the old Village Act. It might 
not be wise to make this legislation 
retroactive, ~ 


Prohibit Granting Bonuses 


Permission to issue debentures for 
the purpose of granting bonuses to 
manufacturies, flour mills, etc., should 
not be granted under any circum- 
stances. This is a pernicious practice 
and it is almost always entered into 
by reason of purely local optimism or 
in a spirit of rivalry. We were ad- 
vised recently by an American citizen 
who has travelled extensively through- 
out every State in the Union, that 
there are many citizens, residents of 
the Western States of America, who 
are today taxed to pay debts original- 
ly created to foster industries brought 
into existence by unscrupulous pro- 
moters, who cared nothing for the 
communities in which they were for 
the time being operated. The only 
physical evidence of these industries 
or works having existed, is furnished 
by the deserted and decaying struc- 
tures and silent, rusting machinery. 
Most of the cities in the Republic to 
the south of us have legislated against 
such bonus'ng, and we would like to 
See our Province do likewise. ) 

Such a commission should havp 
power to hear all assessment appeals 
from the Court of Revision as at pre- 
sent constituted. This would go a 
long way toward eliminating inflated 
values. It should have power to reg- 
ulate or prevent the inclusion of out- 
lying lands within the limits of cities 
or towns. Such a restriction would 
be welcomed by many who feel that 
this would mitigate the subdivision 
evil to a very large extent. 

~ingle Tax 

We do not think it would be exped- 
ient to remove the matter of assess- 
ment from th- jurisdiction of munici- 


pal bodies, but we believe the commis-| dead. 


sion would be able to advise and ren- 
der municipalites considerable assist- 
ance in this regard. While the law 
is explicit in this respect is a fact 
that there is much room for improve- 
ment. Many feel that the tendency 
of our tim. is toward the adoption by 
municipalities of the so-cajled single 
tax system, by which is meant, taxa- 
tion of land value. only. The adop- 
tion of such a system should be grad- 
ual, and it is belleved by many that 
the taxation of land values 
would tend to greater uniformity in 
taxation throughout the Province. 

We believe such a commission 
would advocate the enactment of leg- 
islation, making it illegal for certain 
municipalities to issue straight term 
debentures. Villages and small 
towns should repay their bond indebt- 
edness either by equal annual instal- 

nents of principal or by the annuity 
method, which provides for payment 
by equal annual instalments of prin- 
cipal and interest during the life ot 
the Ican, ihat is to say, the payments 
made in the first year would be equal 
to that catled for at-any other annual 
date of the loan.

had been left $125,000. It appears 
that about two months ago a report 
was circulated from Yorkshire that 
Miss Sarah Ann Davidson, of Red- 
mire, Yorks, had Jeft an ocstate, ex- 
pected to amount to over $1,000,000, 
and that she had bequeathed $125,- 
000 to a washerwoman named Faw- 
cett, As a matter of fact, Miss David- 
son's estate was proved at {90,000, 
and there was no bequest cither to 
Mrs, Faweett or tc any washer- 
woman, 

There was a parallel case in Aug- 
ust last, when a laborer named Tuns- 
tall was renorted to have inherited a 
fortune of something like $1,000,000, 
from his father-in-law, who had died 
in Australia. Many romantic stories 
were told of Tunstall at the time, 
and the sceptics seemed to have been 
silenced when it was announced that 
Tunstall had sailed for Australia to 
take over his wonderful forttine. The 
sceptics, nowever, were righ., anu the 
whole bottom of the story was knock- 
ed out when Tunstall suddenly re- 
turned to Bolton with no money. 

In some cases it is difficult to say 
why these stories of jictitious for+ 
tunes are circulated. There are times, 
however, when they enable systema- 
tic frauds to be carried out. There 
was Lhe case, for instance, of a wo- 
man in a Midland town in England 
who assiduously spread the  2port 
that she had inherited a fortune of 
$500,000 from a relative who had 
died in New Zealand. On the strength 
of this report she borrowed money, 
ran up large bills with local tradee- 
men, fleeced her friends to the extent 
of several hundred pounds, and then 
disappeared. It qwas ultimately dis- 
covered that she had inherited no for- 
tune, Nor was there any prospect of 
her being bequeathed as much *s a 
five-pound note, and the people 
whom she had swindl.d were lef* la- 
menting. 

It may be remembered, too, that 
Violet Charlesworth practiced a simi- 
lar deception by announcing tbat she 
was coming into a fortuue of 9/50,- 
000 when she reached the age of 
twenty-five.

Young Man Whose First Novel a 

* Year Ago Made So Great a Hit, 
Has Written Another Which Is a 
Picture of Life Along the St, Law- 
rence — A Document From the 
Life of the Canadian People. 


When English-speaking Canadians 
aesess their national literary output 
they are prone to forget that in Que- 
bec unheard of by the majority of 
Canidians at all, there is a vigorous 
young literature. 

In this year’s output of French- 
Canadian books, the most interesting 
features for students of belles-lettres 
are two novels, Unlike so many of 
the Canadian novels issued in Eng- 
lish, that deal with our romantic past 
or the far ‘northland of white snows, 


both these French-Canadian works 
are novels of manners, They deal 
with contemporary life in Quebec 


along the St. Lawrence, and, though 
they thus lose perhaps a certain fic- 
titious charm, they are far more valu- 
able than the average English-Cana- 
dian work as docyments from our 
life.
